1. PUBLIC DEMONSTRATIONS WERE HELD JULY 16 IN LOURENCO 
MARQUES, BEIRA, AND INHAMBANE TO PROTEST AGAINST LONDON 
TIMES ALLEGATIONS OF WIRIYAMU MASSACRE. LOURENCO MARQUES 
DEMONSTRATION FILLED LARGE PUBLIC SQUARE IN FRONT OF CITY 
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ADDRESSED CROWD. LOCAL PAPER ESTIMATED CROWD AT 50,000; 

WE WOULD GUESS ABOUT HALF THAT. ALL BUSINESS AND FACTORIES 
CLOSED AT 3:00 P.M. TO PERMIT EMPLOYEES ATTEND DEMONSTRA 
TION, PORT AND SOME FACTORIES SENT LARGE GROUP DELEGATIONS. 

AND GOVERNMENT TRUCKS WERE USED TO BRING IN PEOPLE; NEVER- 
THLESS, LINES AT BUS STOPS PRIOR TO DEMONSTRATION SUGGESTED 
MANY PEOPLE TOOK ADVANTAGE OF EARLY CLOSING TO GO HOME. CROWD 
ABOUT TWO-THIRDS AFRICAN AND OVERWHELMINGLY CIVILIAN. POLICING 
LIGHT. 

2. DEMONSTRATORS CARRIED BANNERS, LARGELY HOMEMADE, WITH 
SLOGANS RANGING FROM "VIVA PORTUGAL" TO ’BULLSHIT MR. WILSON"; 
DENUNCIATIONS ALL FIRMLY DIRECTED AGAINST WILSON AND TIMES, 

NOT AGAINST BRITAIN AS WHOLE. LEAFLETS PASSED OUT TO CROWD 
(ALONG WITH SMALL FLAGS) SHOWED AFRICAN CIVILIANS MUTILATED 
BY FRF, I IMP MINES WITH HEADLINE "WHO REALLY MASSACRES MOZAM- 
BICAN PEOPLE". MOST DEMONSTRATORS SEEMED IN CHEERFUL, RELAXED 
MOOD, WITH LITTLE REFLECTION OF THE OFFICIAL ANGRY INDIG- 
NATION; RESTRAINED CLAPPING AND CHEERING WAS CONFINED TO FRONT 
AND CENTER OF CROWD, WITH REMAINDER ACTING AS SPECTATORS. 

3. DEMONSTRATION WAS ADDRESSED FOR FORTY-FIVE MINUTES BY 
SERIES OF SPEAKERS, BLACK AND WHITE, WHO EXPRESSED PASSIONATE 
PATRIOTIC AND MULTI-RACIAL SENTIMENTS IN GENERALLY DIS- 
PASSIONATE FASHION, AND WERE REWARDED BY APPLAUSE WHICH 
SEEMED MORE POLITE THAN ENTHUSIASTIC. WHOLE AFFAIR CARRIED 
LIVE ON RADIO, ENABLING SOME OF THE MANY DEMONSTRATORS OUT- 
SIDE RANGE OF LOUDSPEAKERS TO FOLLOW ON THEIR TRANSISTORS. 

FINAL SPEAKER WAS GOVERNOR GENERAL, WHO DISPLAYED CONSIDERABLY 
GREATER ORATORICAL SKILL THAN HIS PREDECESSORS, AND AT END 
SUCCEEDED IN GETTING SOME ENTHUSIASTIC RESPONSE TO HIS REPEATED 
SHOUTS OF "LONG LIVE PORTUGAL" AND "DOWN WITH FREI.TMO". 

THEN CROWD DISPERSED RAPIDLY AND GOOD HUMOREDLY. 

4. BRITISH CONSULATE GENERAL WAS NOT IN ANY WAY MOLESTED, 

NOR DID IT TAKE ANY SPECIAL PRECAUTIONS, AND LOCAL PRESS 

ON DAY OF DEMONSTRATION GAVE FULL AND FRIENDLY COVERAGE TO 
CONGEN BYATT'S FAREWELL INTERVIEW. ACCORDING TO PRESS, BEIRA 
AND INHAMBANE WERE SCENE OF SIMULTANEOUS, BUT SMALLER, 
DEMONSTRATIONS. 
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TM COMMENT: PROTEST, IN LOURENCO MARQUES AT ANY RATE, THUS 
SEEMED TO BE RITUAL OCCASION LAID ON FOR THE RECORD. WITH 
LITTLE OR NO SERIOUS EFFORT WHIP UP CROWD. MUTED MOZAMBIQUE 
PUBLIC INDIGNATION WITH TREATMENT BEING ACCORDED PORTUGAL 
IN BRITISH PRESS EXPLAINABLE IN PART BY FACT THAT LOCAL MEDIA, 
WHILE GIVING HEAVY PLAY TO ANGRY AND SCORNFUL DENUNCIATIONS 
OF MASSACRE ALLEGATIONS (INCLUDING USUAL RITUAL MESSAGES 
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AND TELEGRAMS SENT AROUND BY INDIVIDUALS AND PUBLIC BODIES), 

HAS AS USUAL PROVIDED ONLY RATHER VAGUE AND FRAGMENTARY DETAILS 
ABOUT ALLEGATIONS THEMSELVES. MOREOVER, HARSH CHARGES AGAINST 
PORTUGAL IN FOREIGN PRESS ARE HARDLY NEW PHENOMENON.
